Thu city boarder is sensi- 
tive to filthy outhouses, pigpens and 
woodpile yards about a dwelling. Every- 
thing of this sort must be relegated t» the 
rear and to a place where it will not be 
teen. The best way is to have all these 
appurtenances perfectly clean aud aweet 
swelling. 


Cleanliness is indeed the gospel of 


godliness preached throughout by 'this 
missionary to country people who take 
boarders. She does not flinch from the 
fact that many country people aro fright- 
ful sinners in this respect. There are 
sights and smella about many farm- 
houses that would cause the dwellers 
therein to be arrested and fined every 
day if they lived u a city. There must 
be an abundance Tfl^ clean, snowy bleach- 
ed muslin sheets and pillowcases. The 
table linen and napkins need not be es- 
pecially fine, but they, too, must be iu 
abundance and snowy white. 


There must be no stinting of milk, 


cream, fresh eggs, vegetables and poul- 
try by the persons wlio would keep sum- 
mer boarders. The individual who will 
not provide berries in plenty in the berry 
keuson deserves to have all his boarders 
leave in a body. Ho should fix a price 
that will pa)' him and thijn give the city 
folk their money's worth. Skimping at 
the table or in laundry work will ruin 
all. Get strong, comfortable rockers 
and splint bottouied chairs and provide 
hammocks with soft cushions. 


Every house should have a porch shad- 


ed with vines. 
As to that horror to 


which so many cotmtiy people stiLl 
cling—the awful featherbed—this young 
woman gives it it deserved kii-k on the 
downward roi»l t» oblivion. She advises 
not to try to impobo it on summer board- 
ers from thu city. Woven wiro spring 
mattresses aro nut now bo expensive. 
These, with a -wool or liair one on top, 
give good rest to the i.ity boarder. All 
this trouble to he paid for in cash weekly.
